'I'hv clerk was com- 
pelled to wield liis gavel vigorously to 
iinluce tho crowd, which hail risen to 
catuh u glimpse of tliem aa they were ex- 
poMcil to tho view of the jury, to ait 
ilown. 

The prisoneiH, auvu licggs, who scarce- 
ly looked at tlioui, eviniioil as umch 
curiosity as tlie spectators. 

Chief of Police Ilubljard read a card 
und several prescriptions of the doctor's 
futnid in the pockatltook which bore the 
doctor's name.

A CATHOLIC CENTURY. 



Splendid Cereniouiea Beiriii 
Ceuteuni&l Jubilee.

.Nearly Kvery llltrh Dignitary iu Amer- 
ica Present at Btltlniore— The 
Black Frleit Honored. 



IUltjmobk, Nov. 10.— Tba most im- 
portant group of eveuts in the history 
uf the Catholic citurch of America took 
place hero this morning. It was the 

conmiencenient of tho triple celel>ratiou 
of tlie^ hundredth aiinivcrBary of the 
appointment of the first American 
Catholic bishop inaagaration, the Orst 
congress of Catholic laymen held in the 
United .States and the dedication of the 
university for Catholics. Ten tliousaui^. 
trungcrs were in liultlniore to witness^ 
the spectacle, four times as many 
people, not counting local (Catholics, as 
could possibly be uocoinnioduted in the 
catliedrol where the initial scenes were 
to bo witnessed. 

The Imll iu whioli the priests assem- 
bled was elaborately decorated. Above 
the iloora were the papal colors, yellow 
I white, and over these,' stretching 
upward to the eavta, were jjreat stream- 
ers of red, white and blue. When all 
was ready, iiW clergy, walking two and 
two, emerged, clad iu white surplices 
1 black cas.souks and berettas. At 
the doorway of the cardinal's house und 
leading up the broa.d step, with sabres 
and polished helmets glittioring in the 
bright morning sunlight, were double 
linos of guards. Here again tbo papal 
colors and the stars and 8trii>eH were in- 
turmingled. - In all directions the streets 
seeniecf filled' with people and the open 
windows of the surrouuding dwellings 
each had tlieir (jucta. 

Presently, while tho white surpliced 
priests were opening ranks, a mass of 
purple-enveloped ligarcs were seen in 
the cardinal's doorway. It was li gath- 
ering of nearly all the Catholic bishops 
and arclibisbo|)3 of the United States, 
with representatives from Mexico, Can- 
ada, Kngland and Koine. The prelates 
now came forth from the bi;; portico, 
and as each two stopped iuto the street 
tlieir robes wei e caiiglit up by iliminu 
tivu altar boys in waitiiiu. Here and 
there among the ailkeii and purple veat- 
riieiita of the bisliupa could be seen the 
coarse brown or white garb of a bearded 
abbot. 

Through the long line of priests the 
prclatcB treaded tlieir wuy all around 
t lie aipiare to t!ic iiiaiii entrance of the 
catheilral, tho rear of the procession 
being liroiight up by Archbishop Fee- 
ban, of Chicago, who immediately pre- 
ceded a goldeu-vestured cross-bearer, 
fi)lhjweil by two aparo, slight-looking 
men almost hidden in dazzling scarlet. 
'I'lie two men in scarlet were cardinals 
of the Homaii cliuruh iu America, Uib- 
lions and Tuschereuii of Quebec. Eight 
iicolytuB uphold their louK vestments, 
und surrounding them with thotr mou- 
signors, with Papal Delegates U'Connell 
and SatoUi, of Rome. 

Within the cathedral ten minutes 
later the scene was simply mugniticent. 
The pews throughout the church were 
crowded to the utmost with tho laity. 
Ju striking contrast with the dark 
clothes of the aggregation thus formed, 
tho aisles, center «nd front and sides 
were packed withsnow-aurpUocd priests. 
Aguinwt both tiie laity and priests 
shone the purple ranks of the prelates. 
Inside the snucttiary on either side was 
a dais for the cardinals. 

At thu high altar stood the mitred 
coleliraiit of tlio mass, Archbishop Wil- 
liams, of Boston, and over ull was tho 
l/reat white and gold dome of the cathe- 
dral. At tho const'cratiuu of tho host 
tlie cardinala advanced from tho sides 
with their moiiHlgiiots and bowed tliem- 
sclves, kiiculiiig ut the priediou facing 
tliu altar. Back of them was a row of 
richly-ariangad ocolytoa, bearing lighted 
bronze torches. 

As Cardinal (JihboiiB retired to bis 
dais, the i cporcerM in the improvised 
press gallery noticed for the first time 
not six f out' from him in the sanctuary 
umoug the abbots aad other dignitaries, 
the hlaok fao* of Fkther Xolton, of 



Chicago, the first colored priest ever or- 
dained in America. 

Probably tho most impressive part of 
the mass, next to the consecration, was 
the conferring of the papal blessing. 
The msss ended with a special inter- 
cession for the pope chanted by the 
clergy. The first oration of tho century 
was delivered by Archbishop R^an, of 
Philadelphia. The patriotic spirit of the 
archbishop's address and his tribute to 
the devotion of the colored people and 
Indians seemed to awaken general en- 
thusiasm, but the most telling efiect 
was aroused when he vindicated the 
rights of Catholic editors, if need be, to 
freely comment on tho failing of the 
clergy. Singing of the "Te Deum" by 
the choir autiorchcstra brought the mem- 
orable service to a close. 

In tho course of his addresB Arch- 
bishop Ryan said: " On this great his- 
toric occasion you must yet be mere 
observers, but we trust your reprosou- 
tatives will speak out freely ami fear- 
lessly in the lay congress which forms ao 
interesting a feature of this centennial 
celebration. You know how false ia the 
charge of tho enemies of the church, 
that you are priest-riddon. The clergy 
do not fear the light of day, and if mis- 
takes are made by Catholic editors re- 
garding their acts, it ia not all an evil, 
for it clearly shows the rightful inde- 
pendence of the (Catholic journalists." 

The archbishop gave general statistics 
of the cliurcb during the century as fol- 
lows: "When Bishop Carroll was conse- 
crated in 17!K) the entire population of 
the United .States was little more than 
4,(HX},0(H). The Catholic population 
was eatiiiiated at .iOiOOO. There ia now 
a Catholic popnl.ition uf 9,000,000, 8,(KX) 
priests, 10,.')00 cluircliea and chapels, 
twenty-seven seminaries and sixty-five 
colleges and academics, and over 3,000 
parish schools."

state to admission to the union, have 
been ratified, and accepted, and that 
the admission of the said state in the 
union is now coni|ilcte." Tho President 
aHi.\eil his signature to the proolaiiia- 
tioii at .S:i:7 this evening, and Secrctsry 
Bluiuo soon afterwards notified the ter- 
ritorial and state governors of Washing- 
ton by telegraph of that action.

LORD SAI.ISBUBy's GUILDHALL SPEECH. 

LoNDOK, Nov. 11.— Lord Salisbury's 
long looked for GuildhttU speech has had 
a disappointing effect all around. It 
had been expected all along that he 
would be sufficiently pronounced iu his 
references to important home and vital 
foreign afiairs to convey a definite idea 
of the policy the government had re- 
solved to pursue. But the uneventful, 
almost perfunctory, address he deliver- 
ed shed no light upon the ministerial 
purpose, ami raised the suspiciou that 
the mhiiatry itself is all at sea with re- 
gard to its fixed plan of action. The 
premier's references to the condition of 
Europe, and his optimistic impression 
concerning the maintenance of peace are 
being much criticised iu the continental 
press, many of the papers giving utter- 
ance to the sentiments of the various 
leadiug statesmen who control their 
columns. His references to Egypt arc 
especially obnoxious to the French 
journals, which make no concealment 
of their indignation at the air of pro- 
prietorship over the Land of '. the Pha- 
roiths aasumcd on behalf of ^England by 
the speaker. On the wholei ' the ad- 
dress may be regarded ' as ' the weakest 
address of a prime minister of England 
on the occasion of a Lord- Mayor's, ban- 
quet, to which the world has been treat- 
ed in many years. 

THK BtKMIN'OHAM REPKESRHTATIOK. 

Chamberlain, seeing the futility of 
further opposition to the wislica of the 
Birmingham Conservatives, has at last 
surrendered, but not at all gracefully. 
Naturally bcligerant and unreasonable, 
the recent defeat of his son in the mu- 
nicipal election increased bis acerbity of 
temper; but the incident has ut the 
same time set liini to wondering whether 
after all the question of his owiierahip 
of the earth is not debatable. Anyhow, 
he lias agreed to submit the disputes, 
arising out of the attempt to redistribute 
the representation in Birmingliam, of the 
Tories and Unionists to tho considera- 
tion of Lords Salisbury and Hartington, 
anil has promised to abide by their de- 
cision; but whether ho will remain sat- 
isfied with the settlement remains to be 
seen. 

KUSHIA'il FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

Rumors of the financial condition of 
Russia, owing to poor crops, wholesale 
evasion of taxation, and other causes, 
has impelled the (Joverntnent at St. 
Petersburg to create a ministry of trade 
and agriculture. The new department 
will have control of all commercial and 
agricultural regidations, and through its 
operations it is expected that the 
revenues will be largely increased, 
while the condition of trade will be 
correspondingly bettered. 

THR BCIXIABtAH THRONK 

It is stated in St. Petersburg that 
Prince George of Leutohenberg will be 
put forward by tho Czar as a candidate 
lor the Bulgarian throne, to succeed 
Prince Ferdinand, whose abdication 
will again be demanded by Russia.

A FOOLHAKDY TRIP. 

From Taooma to London In a TwentyFoot 
Sail Boat. 

Captain Chris Johansen, of Tacoma, 
is building a small sail boat in which he 
proposes to sail around the Horn. to 
London and then return to the United 
States and exhibit the boat at the 
world's fair. The boat will be twenty 
feet long, built of native fir, cedor and 
oak, and will be a model of 
strength for so small a ship. Captain 
Johansen has invented a drag 
which will bo thrown out in dang- 
erous storms, and it is claimed 
that by this means tho most terrific 
hurricane can be weathered by tho littlo 
craft. Another invention of the cap- 
tain's which will be used is a patent 
mast and a sail arrangement by which, 
in case of a sudden sipiall, sail can bo 
immediately shortened to any desired 
extent, or Ixjlh mast and sail can be 
taken in entirely, leaving only the 
bare hull to drill before the storm, 

Erotcoted by tho patoni drag. The 
oat will also be equipped with a patent 
switch, invented by (Japlain Jolmiison 
for small sailing vessels, by which the 
boat can be righted, even though it lie 
capsized and turned bottom up. The 
boat is named the "Tacoma,' which 
will be painted on her sails after tho-/ 
style of the letters on pilot boats. She 
will bo provisioned for '250 days 
and will start about }i)eccmber 
1st, stopping at San Fruncispo 
on tho way. After rounding Cupe 
Horn she will take the usual coursu of 
soiling vessels for Loudon, where Capt. 
Johaneon expects to arrive about April 
or May next spring. After /iiaking a 
tour of the cities of Northern Europe he 
will return to America with the boat, 
which will lie exhi)>ited at the world's 
fair.

WESTMIN STEM'S ACGUSERiS. 



The Truth of New "Westminster is 
out of humor. Matters in tlio political 
world nro not proceeding in the way it 
approves. The electors of tho city re- 
fuse to listen to the advice of its editor. 
Tho Truth doalros very strongly to get 
Ottt- aa Opposition catididate in West- 
minster, but the great majority of the 
voters do not think it advisable to op- 
pose the present local Government. 
They have determined to send a nmu 
to the Legislative Assembly to support 
Mr. Robson, This determination hna 
geratly incensed The Truth, and it 
•buses the whole body of the electors in 
■ most oflfensive way. It accuses the 
city of selling itself and says: "It is a 
most deplorable sight to see u man sell 
himself for boodle, but when it comes 
that a whole community of otherwise 
•oUgh'tened men offers itself' for sale, 
it U much more pit;iable." This looks 
like unbounded and inexcusable inso- 
lence. Because the electors of the city 
of New Westminster do not ehooae to 
follow the advice of a aelf-iinporla.nt 
journalist, and vote as he and his in- 
■pirara' diotatei he has the assurance 
tO' 't«U them that they are a venal 
crowd who are ready to sell their 
votes to the highest bidder. An 
impartial outsider blessed -with a fair 
■hare of common sense, would conclude 
that the majority of the electors of 
;.W«itiitiii8ter are quite as honest, 
"qiiiw' as independent, quite as in- 
telligent, and know quite us 
well' bow to exercise the franchise 
H the newspaper scribe who sets them 
down without qualification of any kind, 
M a corrupt crew. He would know. 
tb»t the men -who deal in wholesale 
•cbnaationa of this ,kind are seldom 
kbove reproach^ and that the chances 
are that - they judge others by them- 
•elves. 

The Ti'uth does not support its very 
grave charge by a particle of evidence. 
,. For all that appears in that paper to the 
conCrary, the sweeping condemnation 
tfhioh it pronounces, not upon one or 
two men, but on a whole community, is 
•n outburst of disappointed ambition or 
of bafSed scheming. 

Such an accusation la, on tlie face of 
it, falae and unjust. The electors of 
WeBtmiiiater are, we presume, fully up 
to the average of the electors in honc.<;ty 
•nd.intelligence. They know what tliu 
wants of the district are, they have had 
the opportunity of comparing the (Jov- 
crnment party with the Opposition, and 
they^iiro'''perfectly competent to judge 
whldh-'li beat 'entitled to their support. 
We find that intelligent and independ- 
ent electors in other constituencies have 
come to the same conclusion as the grout 
majority of the electors of Westminster. 
Nanainio, like Westminster, could not 
find a candidate prepared to oppose tlit 
party in power. It waa only tho other 
day, that yiotoria elected a gentlenmn 
who had been appointed a member of 
the governmont. Since thim Lillooet 
has returned to tlie AHseiiihly a sup- 
porter of the present Administration. 
These constituenciea wore not bouj>ht. 
They returned men to support tho pres- 
ent Government because tho majotity of 
the electors believed that the Qovckii- 
ment deserved to be supported. Aud 
the majority of the electors of West- 
minster have selected candidates favor- 
able to tho Robson Government for the' 
same reason. 

It i* not surprising that these electors 
refuse to kubmit to the dictation of 
Truth or to give any countenance to the 
party which that journal supports. Tlie 
Opposition in this province is without n 
policy and willioul principles. ll op- 
fwaes merely for tho sake of opposition. 
Thei iele«tors very properly refuse to 
•upport -what is really the shadow of an 
opposition. They will not votn ngainsl a 
government which administers tho affairs 
of the province wisely and well, and 
•gainst whose integrity ht moat bitter 
enemy can lay nothing truthfully, merely 
Itf .order to minister .to thi^ yunity and 
the ambition of A few" third ' and fourth 
rate politioiaTiR who hope to gniii posi- 
^ tions for themselves by (ippoaiiig a gov- 
eryipent against whoso policy they liavo 
really ."^hing to advance. It does not 
require aiij theory of wholesale bribery 
t6 account for the thinking men of any 
British Columbia oonttituenoy refuaing 
to listen to opponents of tiio Oovcni- 
ment. whose whole stock in trade ia 
weak personalabuse and frivolouaohnrgcH 
which have done duty at a dozen t'Uo- 
tlona, and which have been shown to b(; 
foolish or groundless aa often as tliey 
were advanced.

■ Since the abovi was written, we see 
that the Times of this city has endorsed 
Truth's libol ou the electors of West- 
minster. It reproduces the calumny of 
its Westminster contemporary, adding 
t'j h comments equally culuniuious of 
it 9 own. The article ia insulting in the 
Iiigheat degree to the citizens of West- 
minster of both parties, It indicates 
what the bribe is for which tho cousti- 
tuenuy is alleged to have sold itself, and 
it, without the alightoat inquiry into 
the truth of the Westminster organ's 
accusations, pronounces the electors of 
that city guilty of selling thcmselvea for 
tt paltry consideration. It says:' 'Wo will 
have to enquire into thecuuseof tlie trans- 
forming of « preauinably intelligent 
community into un aggrcgution of in- 
toUcutuul iuauitiea without any guiding 
principle other than lies in the pocket." 
The Tiines throws aside all scruples and 
every consideration for its former 
friends.

It declares in the 
strongest terms it can use that tlie repre- 
Bontatiott of the city ha«: .been - ntade a 
matter of bargain and sale by the elec 
tors. "Tho experience," it usserta, "ia 
witliout a parallel in Canada; indued no 
L juntry where govcriiniciit by party ob- 
t lina, can furnish an instance of self- 
iinniolution at once so startling hi 
its effects ori-aQ^'t'oiainousH. of evil 



t'j the state." To abow that the offence 
ia an agravated one and that tlie former 
opponenta of the Premier who now sup- 
port the government have not changed 
their opinions it says "They are for sale 
and they so informed the govcruincnt. 
They atill liate 'Honest John,' and tliey 
have no confidence in liia colleaguea— 
hut they are willing, nevertheless, to 
consort on familiar terms with the 
bribers if they can only secure tht 
bribe. " 

What makes these very grave accuso 
tions against former friends inexcusable 
ij that they are unsupported by evidence 
of any kind. The suspicions of a clique 
of disappointed and foiled politicians 
are given to the world aa undeniable 
facts. The Weatiiiinstcr electors are 
ooudeiniied without even the form of an 
enquiry- 
It never seems to have strUolE either 
of the organs that an opposition may 
become so completely reasonless, so 
utterly contemptible, that men who 
respect themselves and who desire to be 
guided by reason in all that they do, feel 
liumiliated in having anything to do 
with it. We believe that the Opposi 
lion in this province has come .to .-that 
pass, and we are very greatly mistaken 
if the glaringly unjust and unspeakably 
stupid articles of the two orgrans will 
not hnve the ofTecc of sinking the party 
opposed to the Oovernnient (if it 
deserves to be called a party) atill 
lower in the estimation of the people of 
this provuice. 



THE WOBJjD'S TEA SUPPLY. 

It ia ig,«uerally supposed that China is 
the great M-urce of the world'a tea sup- 
ply and that wha'; ia grov/n anywhsre 
else, except perhaps Japan, is not worth 
considering. This was once true but it 
no longer ao. The tea plant is now ex- 
tensively cultivated on the peninsula 
of India and on tho island of Ceylon. 
The growtii of the tea industry in India 
has been remarkable. The ihoreaae in 
Coylon, particularly, haa been extraor- 
dinary. In 1886-7 Coylon produced 
only 8,606,000 pounds of tea: in 1887-8 
the tea crop Was 14,750,000 pounds ; in 
1888-0 it was 26,000,000 pounds, and 
this year it is estimated at 40,000,000 
pounds., rj In jlndia *7.8,000,000 . pounds; 
were produced in 1886-7; 86,000,000 in 
1887-8; in 1888-9 MjOOCOOO, and the 
eatimato for thia year ia 100,000,000 
pounds. While the production of tea 
in India and Ceylon hua been increasing 
so greatly and so rapidly it haa been de- 
creasing in China. In 1886-7 it was 
139,000,000 pounds; in 1887-8 it was 
117,000,000 and in 1888-9 it had fallen 
to 98,000,000 pounds. It ia culciilated 
that the product will bo this year only 
8'J,000,000 pounds. Wo ace from these 
fijjurea, which are taken from an article 
on "Progress in China," in the Gotohor 
Fortnightly Review, that Coylon and 
India produced in 1888-9 over 2;t,0(X), 
000 pounds of tea more than the Chiiieae 
Kmpiro, and, if tho eatimates for tlio 
current year prove correct, the exoeas 
of the tea product of India and Ceylon 
over that of China will he 58,000,000 of 
pounds. 

In 1867 the export of tea from Assam 
the tea-growing province of India, was 
only seven millions of puuiKla and 
v as not until twenty years later that 
Ceylon entered the field aa a competitor 
in the te^.irado. i-. Lo^t .year-the import 
of tea into Great Britain from'India and 
Ceylon wus twenty-five million pounils 
greater than the import from Chin 
One of the reasons why China haa bsen 
outatrippcd in the cultivation of tea by 
iulia and Ceylon is that the Uritiah 
producers have put brahis into their 
ork. They have not only introduced 
an improved syalem of cultivation but 
they have invented inacliincry to prepare 
the leaf for tho market, their iiiellioi 
being vastly superior besidea being in 
finitely cleaner thau tho antiquated 
Chinese proceBaes'ormanipulatiou.

SANE OR INSANE 1 

A very interesting question is now 
lieing discussed in Ontario. Some time 
iigo a book-keeper in Guelph named 
William II. Harvey went wrong. It 
\yvLS found that his cash was short. 
W'hcn the diacovery was made, Hurvey, 
who had borne an excellent character, 
and had occupied a good position in 
society, appeared considerably de 
iiresBcd, but nothing unusual for a man 
in audi a position. Before his crime was 
i.iadc public, Hurvey purchased a 
\ olver, went to liia bouse and deliber- 
iitely shot his wife aud two children. 
1 fc afterwards went to ^Toronto for the 
]iurpuse of killing his son also, but he 
did not carry out his design. He was 
apprehended for the murder of his wife 
iiud two children. Ilia counsel set up 
the plea of insanity. The jury 
could not, after giving tho most care 
ful attention to the evidence, decide 
that the man was insane when he com 
iiiittcd tho iniirdcrrt. Ke showed none 
i)t what are coiiaiilered the indicatini 
iif iiL-iuiiity. Ho was cool and calm and 
aoteil in every respect like a man who 
was in the full possession of his mental 
powers. Tho question is, cannot a man 
who ia to all appearance sane beao much 
deranged aa to be irresponsible? 
,'icientific men tell of the clever things 
which men who aro hopelessly insuns 
cifteii d >. They uasnrc ua that a man 
■;an be mad without appearing to be 
mad. . Did the excitement and nervous 
diatnrbanisb consequent upon the dla 
covery of his crintu ao unsettle Ilarvoy'a 
mind as to make him' irrespohsihlc for 
his acts? Many think that the 
tho very fact that the man who had 
always been an alTectionato husband 
aud a kindjfi^ther deliberately took the 
life of hia wife and two little' danghtcra 
ia of itaelf proof that ho was not in hia 
right mind. In tlio same way it Jnay 
lie urged that the man who had been 
well bioiifshl lip, wlirwe nieniis 
of living and whose po.sition in 
society depended upon hia faithfuhies 
to tho trust repoaed in him by his em- 
ployera, could not have been sane when 
ho stole his employers cash nnd falsified 
his hooka to conceal his crime. It seems 
10 ua that the ai-giimeiil in the one case 
ia as wortliy of conaideiation us in tho 
other. Hut the man who habitually 
.steals while he, to all appearance, is as 
anno as uny of his neighbors, ianot gen 
orally considered a luuatio, and jurlea 
oaniiot bo prevailed upon to acquit him 
bccnuao he has an ill-liulanced mind luid 
is morally, abnormally conatituted. The 
man who acta like a .j.»iio mnn niuab be 
ccnHtdcred sane. It ia not safe in the 
treatment of oriminala to uot on any 
other prinoiplA,

The action of 'Admiral' Hehonge will 
respeoi to the bark George shows the 
-ivay in which he interprets thoortler-in- 
council setting apart Constance Cove for 
the use of tlie ahipa of Her Majesty's 
navy. The sliip had no sooner eiitcreil 
the cove'than she was ordered out of it. 
Thia shows that the admiral iutcrpreta 
the words "exclusive uae" in tlieir 
strictest sense. As long as that order is 
in force merchant ships will be rigidly 
excluded from that part of Kaquiiiialt 
harbor, and tlie owners of ships and the 
inhabitants of Viotoria and Esijui- 
malt will he subjected to all tlie loss 
and inconvenience consequent upon that 
exclusion. Those who believed that tiio 
admiral would not strictly enforce the 
order now Cnd that they were mistaken. 
Some thought that merchant vessels, 
wheu tliey did not interfere witii lliu 
ships of war in the cove, would be 
allowed to enter it oa usual. We do 
not think that the mercantile commu-

WnERBAB It is expedient to amend "Tho 
Revenue By-Law, 1889," 

Be rr therefpruBnactbd by tlie Mayor 
and Board ot AldertOeh of the Corporation 
ot Ihe City of Victoria, as follows :

Before Alexander was 13 jrears of age 
he was placed in the offiico of a West In- 
<j[ia merchant. He was ^^ery precornoiis 
and doveloped a remarkable busineaa ca- 
pacity, no guiiiL'il Ilia first lesson in 
composition from writing business letters 
for the firm, and these letters are said to 
be remarkable for one so young. Ha 
also contributed to the presa, at one time 
giving an account of a hurriooue that 
visited the island, wliicli was so vividly 
described ns to atirnct attention. It was 
considered tlint siiiin tliing must be done 
-for so bright a l)oy with a view to giv- 
ing him an education. His friends and 
relatives furniyliud the funds and he was 
sent to America, whore ho arrived in 
; 1773, landing at Boston, whence he jiro- 
ceodod to Now York. After a brief 
course of study at Elizabethtown, N. J., 
he entered King's college (now Coluiu- 
, bia). . ■■■ 

The mutteriiigM of the American Revo- 
lution were tli(!ii being first heard. Ham- 
ilton was! naturally at lirst on the side of 
the niollu'r country, hut a study of the 
wrongs of the eoloiiiats converted him, 
and he was eager for a chance to speak 
upon their side, lie did not have long 
to wait foi- an opportunity. A meeting 
of citizens was Called , to take place in 
the fields near the college building on 
the nth of July, 177!. While this nicot- 
ing was hi progrcsM :i youth was see:' 
struggling towar<lstlie platform. Wlien 
he arrived there he mounted it, the 
crowd shouting, "A coUegianl A colic- 
gianl*' Then Ale.wnder Hamilton, ii 
mere lad of-1'?. poured forth an eloquent 
speech in behalf of the rights of the 
colonies. 

After this, Hamilton advocated the 
cause with his pen as well as with his- 
tongue. He was soon called upon to add 
the sword. In the spring of 1770, when 
19 years of age, he took coniinniid of an 
artillery couipany of New Vork.iuid di.s 
tinguislied himself at Long Island aiul 
White Plains by Id.i gallantry as com- 
mander of this company. Then Gen. 
Greene, whoso attention was attracted 
to the young soldier, procured for him a 
position on Washington's staflf. 

The most ini|Kirtaiit task which fell to 
Hamilton while aid-de-camp to the 
commander-in-chief was a mission to 
' Albany to obtain troops from Gen. Gates 
after the Burgoyne ' ^iuipaign; a task 
which by lii.s firnjno.=^, ar,d tact ho car- 
ried through .nueessfully. While on 
this mission ho met and courted Miss 
Elizabeth iSehuyler, of a powerful New 
York family, to vvhtini ho was miiri ied 
in 1780. She became invaluable to him 
in assisting him in the arrangement and 
care of his papers. These papers, con- 
taining many valuahio historical facts, 
she prcsenleil to the government of the 
United States long after her husband's 
death. — Exchange. 

Afriild to r..I« Down. 

Who knows why birds sleep standing 
on one leg? The position seems most un- 
natural. IicusDinn;; in .■nlv:nico,weshonld 
pronounce it a tiicsoine, if not im|K).ssi- 
ble, attitude. Yet the canary tucks its 
head under its wing, draws up one foot, 
and goe.s to sleep, apparently with qniti 
as much comfoit as we e.vperieneeon the 
best of mat tresses. A writer in Horse 
and Stalile notes a liiniilar, though less 
abnormal, haljil en the part of honjes, 
who, it a!'|)eais, are in many cases very 
avor.se to l.ying down. 

The writer once rode a mare seventy 
miles inasiMLvleilay,. Thostablein wliicli 
she w;is [nit for ihc ni;.;lit was as coin 
fortalile as it coulil well he made, bulshe 
stood up all night long. She ate her outs 
and hay and then went to sleep, leaning 
forward with her breast against the 
man;,er. 

There are lior-:e.-i tli;it have nc^ver lieen 
seen to lie down, nor have any marks of 
theii' liaving done so <-ver been fomiil 
upon llii'ir bodies. 1 recall one I hat I'oi 
fifteen years occupi(?d a particular stall 
in my grandf.'ttlier's stable. Up to the 
hour he died no one ever saw him lying 
down, altlioM;;ii i ji-'cial watch was some- 
times kc|)i al'ier lie* had been driven for 
eight or ten hours. 

Unless a horse lies down regularly he- 
rest cannot bo complete, ond his joints 
and sinews i;l ilfen. It is true thin some 
horsos tliat always sleep in a standing 
position continue to work for many 
years, hut it i.s eipially true that they 
would live longer and work better if 
they rested naturally. 

Yoimg horses from the country an 
liable to refuse to lie down when first 
put into a siahlc in town, and the in- 
jurioui liahit may liecouio conllrmed mi 
less special pains are taken to induce ii 
change. 

The indisposition to lio down is of ten 
very pronounced v.\ r;ick horses. They 
seem to have an iiislhiclivo fear thai il 
they lie down they may never ho able tt 
rise, and continue on their feet till theii 
limbs refuse to bear t em up.

The price for 
the ordinary grade of tea is higher than 
that naid for China or Japan tea, but 
this (lolieieucy, it is said, is more than 
inudo up by better cpudity, imd the fact 
that a greater quantity of the li(iuor cuu 
1)0 extracted from Ceylon than from 
Chinese. The tea will be sliippotl to 
this market by way of Hong Kong and 
the C. P. R. steamers.

LOSS OP THE LIBBY. 



liunipa to tho Water's Editre iu 
tho Straits. 



Klacklni: lime Hi ts Vlre to the Driftinr 
Stennier— Passeiigers Take Lifeboats 
and Are Picked Up. 



On Sunday morning about 8 o'clock 
tho steamer J. B. Libby, owned by 
Captain H. T. Beocbor, while about ten 
miles off Wbidby Island, I-ctwoen 
Smith's Island and Sun Juaii island, in 
the Straits of Fuca, caught Hre and 
burned to tho water's edge. The pas- 
sengers aiul crew were all saved. The 
vessel and cargo are a total loss, footing 
about §20,000. 

The Libby started from Ilocho Har- 
Ihu- Sunday night with a cargo of 5(X) 
bivrrols of lime and produce for| Port 
Townaeud. On account of rough water 
outside she put into Richardson's, Lo- 
pez island, and laid to till morning. Soon 
after leaving Sunday morning she lost 
her rudder, from what cause is un- 
known. 

.SLAOKINO LIMH miKS TlIK'sTEAMKIt. 

The sea was heavy and the vessel 
drifted helplessly in tho trough toward 
Duiigeness for ubout an hour when fire 
was disoovorod in the hold, caused by 
water slacking tho lime. Tho first ofli- 
I'.cr iminediatoly reported to Capt. 
White. The captain at first proceeded 
to get the passengers on deck, where he 
could see to thoir safely. There were 
about seven passengers and a crow ot 
fourteen. All elibrta to check the flames 
failed. Distress sigiiuls were given by 
flag and whistle. 

I'ASSK.SGBItS TAKE TO THE LlKlillOATS. 

' The passengers were remarkably self- 
possessed, and by the wise management 
of Captain VVbit« vrore safely landed 
into tlie lifeboats, aiid the creiw boarded 
the lifo-ruft. Three Chinamen made u 
wild rush for the boats that threatoncil 
a panic, but ware proniptly dealt with 
by (^aptain White. The lifeboats and 
raft held to the steamer by linos and 
drifted with her. 

IlKSCL'KIl IIV TlIK .IKASIi:. 

The four-masted schooner .leauie 
bound for Nauaimo, was then about ten 
miles distant to thu north, and saw the 
Libby's distress signal. .She iminedi 
ately started to her relief, picking up 
the wrecked passengers and crew after 
they had drifted about for on hour. The 
raft had began to fill, and would not 
have fioatetl much longer. 

Tho Jeanie towed the burning steatii 
er to Port Townsond, her pumps con 
stantly playing ou thu flames. Tho 
charred hull was towed to Iladlock and 
lioachod. Tho boat is but partly ii 
sured. 

The passengers are unanimous i 
praise of Captain White's calmness, to 
which they attribute their deliverance.

The J. B. Libby was built at Utsa 
lady by Capt. Libby in l.Stj.'j, and has 
been employeii on the .Sound ever since 
She was originally a side - wheeler 
Capt. Boocher puicliased her last .-Vpri 
for §12,000 and |>laced her on the Ishind 
route. She had just come off tho 
marine ways there and received costly 
improvements.
